Now let me teach you the Quick Step! ‘This is the 
most popular dance in the country: More Quick Steps: are’ 
_danced: than all thgother dances put together. 


Quickstep music. is written in 4—4 ‘(common time); i 


and should be played at a speed of 48 to 52 bars per minute. 
Normally your band plays three choruses of a tune’ taking 
approximately 2 minutes. The dance is full of life and 
movement, the latter is natural and graceful.

Remember These Movements. ‘Preceding a running jeten:
